Three Wishes 
For Alberta Ave 





= CITY’S NEIGHBOURHOOD 
EMPOWERMENT TEAM HELPS 
RESIDENTS STAY POSITIVE

As Florence Fox takes the magic lamp in her hands, social work- 
er Kris Andreychuk asks her to make three wishes. At first the 
77-year-old furrows her brow in confusion, then she smiles. 

A quiet life, she says, financial security, and her apartment to 
herself. 

With the raspy breath and hacking cough of a long-time smok- 
er, Fox explains that a young man has essentially moved into her 
apartment at 82nd Street and 120th Avenue against her wishes. 
She’s known the man since he was a kid. He came over one day 
with a bunch of other friends and just stayed. He takes drugs in the 
bathroom, she says, and comes out screaming. She's asked him to 
leave, but he keeps coming back. 

“He scares me,” she says. 

Along with his partner Const. Steve Sharpe, Andreychuk is 
stepping in to help Fox. They've spoken with the resident manager 
about backing her up if the young man returns. The pair will also 
be back in the building tomorrow, and the next day, and the day 
after that. 

The two men are part of the 118th Avenue Neighbourhood Em- 
powerment Team, working on proactive crime prevention in part- 
nership with Edmonton Community Services, the police, and the 
United Way, Capital Region. Youth workers from the Family Cen- 
tre also help with the team’s work. 

Each day the pair head out of the police station at 118th Avenue 
and 81st Street, and visit shopkeepers, business owners and resi- 
dents in the area. 

The magic lamp — a silver teakettle that Sharpe found at a 
Salvation Army second-hand store — is one way of asking resi- 
dents what their goals are, and keeps the conversation on positive 
footing. Andreychuk has used the technique successfully in one- 
on-one counselling, and hopes it will encourage residents to start 
thinking about the future of the community. 

The pair has also staked out a little turf of land, four buildings 
along 120th Avenue at 82nd Street, as a way of concentrating their 
efforts. The area was identified as a trouble spot for crime in the 
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community. Working with 
a slew of partner organiza- 
tions — Arts On The Ave., 
Catholic Social Services, 
Homeward Trust, Edmon- 
ton Arts Council, city bylaw, 
and Alberta Health Services 
— they are helping clean up " 
the area. In December, the : 
team helped with the Miracle On 82nd Street event in the alley 
behind the apartment buildings. On that day, music and conversa- 
tion filled the otherwise blank parking lots. The Christmas lights 
donated from local businesses for the event are still hanging on 
trees and fences. 

- Florence Fox’s building has greatly improved in the last year, and 
shows what can be done in the area, says Andreychuk. In the non- 
descript walk-up, he gestures to a clean wall with a splashed-paint ‘ 
modern art piece. Last February when he first started going into 
the building, there was a swastika on the wall, used needles on the 
laundry room floor, and one child ended up in the hospital because 
of bedbug bites and scabbies, he says. The new manager “runs a 
tight ship,” says Andreychuk. 

It's not always so easy to see results. There may actually be an 
increase in calls to police from these buildings, but that doesn’t 
mean that there's more crime there. It could mean more people are 
engaged in their community and want to make it better. 

“There's a story behind all these calls,” says Andreychuk. “NET's 
job is to find out what that story is.”

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ALBERTA AVE (cont'd from p. 3) 
loud. Sharpe and Andreychuk first 
met her when they followed up on a 
call about a fight in her apartment. 
The pair tries to meet up with her 
frequently, helping her feel safe in 
the community and deal with some 
personal issues. 

But the 20-something woman, who 
asked not to be named, just wants 
to get out of the neighbourhood as 
quickly as she can. 

“I hate living down here,” she says. 
“People (are) walking around trying 
to start shit, when you are just trying 
to-get by.” 

Eventually she holds the magic 
lamp and says she'd like to go to 
school, be happier, and fix her rela- 
tionship with her family. Andrey- 
chuk offers to help connect her with 
a different therapist, and encourages 
her to stay in contact. 

“I know this seems kind of goofy, 
but we are serious,” he says as he 
puts the magic lamp back into his 


black bag. 

Perhaps this young woman feels 
like she’s hit rock bottom, says 
Sharpe, but overall she’s a good per- 
son. Part of their work entails keep- 
ing good residents in the area, The 
team’s contact could mean the dif- 
ference between this woman staying 
or leaving. There’s a big difference, 
he says, between real crime and a 
young woman dealing with a nasty 
break-up. 

“It's not a bad building or a bad 
neighbourhood,” Sharpe says. “It's 
just folks dealing with issues.” 

Talking to residents on 82nd Street 
is just the pair's most recent project. 
They are also out on 118th Avenue, 
visiting various business owners. 

At the Canadian Dollar Store, An- 
dreychuk points to the pocketknives 
in the front counter, and gestures up 
to the till where he says the crack 
pipes are kept. Seemingly innocuous 
water bottles sit on the bottom shelf. 
They have a false bottom and can be 


used to store many things, including 
drugs, Sharpe explains. 

As soon as the owner recognizes 
Andreychuk, she yells at him to get 
out, waving her arms in the air. “I 
don’t want to see you again,” she 
says. “You give me a headache.” 

That's not surprising. The crack 
pipes and pocketknives have drawn 
considerable ire from the commu- 
nity. The We Believe In 118 campaign 
to rid the avenue of weapons brought 
national press attention, and the 
pressure isn't letting up. 

At the next building, Pussycat 
Video, a porn and adult toy store, the 
owner has removed a similar display. 
Instead, there’s a row of dildos. 

Walking down the back alley, An- 
dreychuk shrugs and says it's not the 
total change many people would like 
to see, but at least the dildos aren't 
contributing to crime. 


BUILDING COMMUNITY 
One important aspect of the NET 


program is that the team is only in 
the neighbourhood for limited period 
of time. Eventually, the two men will 
move on and the community must 
take over. The team works towards 
their eventual departure by iden- 
tifying and encouraging leaders in 
the community. Sometimes the pair 
simply provides information and 
support. In other cases, they start a 
project and then help a community 
partner take it over. ; 

At a bright and sparklingly clean 
office on 118th Avenue and 95th 
Street, the pair stops to check in with 
Jockam Holtz, the executive director 
of the Alberta Avenue Business As- 
sociation. Holtz has a business block 
captain initiative in the works. Mir- 
roring the residential block parent 
program, business owners will take a 
leadership role on the avenue, watch- 
ing for crime on their small stretch 
of 118th Avenue. Through Holtz, 
owners can also call the beat cop on 
duty if an incident arises. It's a much 


more efficient system, he says. 

Andreychuk also helps run ‘the 
spoke’ at the old Alberta Cycle build- 
ing at 91st Street. The program was 
created after concerns arose about 
youth stealing and dismantling bikes 
in the area. Participants choose a 
donated bike, and fix it up though 
regular classes. The Edmonton Bike 
Commuters’ Society, which has al- 
ways been a partner, will take over 
the project when they open their 
second location on the avenue in the 
spring. The society will add a youth 
night, and keep it going under their 
umbrella. 

“Once we leave, the program will 
live on,” he says. 

At the end of the day Andreychuk 
runs into Dane Stasiukof, the man- 
ager of Florence Fox's apartment 
building. He reminds Stasiukof that 
he'll be by the building tomorrow, 
and raises the case holding the magic 
lantern, saying: “I have a surprise for 
you.” He smiles.

Nothing ties a politician up in knots quite 
like the seemingly eternal question of pay 
raises for themselves, Should they get a 
raise? How much is too much? What will the 
public say? What will the unions say? 

There isn't an elected body in the land 
that hasn't engaged in this song and dance, 
You'd think by now they would get it right. 

Edmonton city council recently went 
through the agonizing experience of nam- 
ing their own pay raise, and reached new 
heights of confusion in the process. 

Council was presented with a report from 
an independent council compensation com- 
mittee that recommended a 4.64 per cent 
hike, based on Statistics Canada number 
that revealed 4.64 per cent was the average 
increase in Alberta. That should have been 
enough for council to rubber stamp the 
report, take their hardly outrageous 4.64 per 
cent, and get on with other business. 

But no. First they had to debate a motion 
for a 1.5 per cent hike, which was lost. Then 


there was the motion for no increase, which 
was also shot down. Ultimately, after a long 
and pointless debate, council settled on the 
original 4.64 per cent total. But wait, there’s 
more. Mayor Stephen Mandel isn't, going to 
take his raise. Others aren't taking it either; 
the city will post who takes what at a later 
day. Surely, after so many years and at so 
many levels, there must be a better way of 
solving the problem of political pay raises. 
And there is. Just keep the politicians out 

of it. As Coun. Ben Henderson said after 

the meeting: “For me, this is not about the 
money ... we should not be interfering with 
this except at the policy level.” 

Exactly. Set up a policy that allows for 
pay raises based on the cost of living, or the 
average yearly pay hike in Alberta, or union 
settlements, or whatever. Set up the policy, 
agree to it, and never bring it city council 
again. Take it out of the hands of politicians 
so we never have to go through this dog- 
and-pony show again. 





REVITALIZATION BUREAUCRACY 





Early this week, Mayor Stephen Mandel 
created a mature neighbourhood task force 
headed by former downtown councillor 
Michael Phair. 

It seems like a great move. Planning and 
development are city responsibilities that 
have a huge effect on where families live. 
Well-designed, vital mature neighbourhoods 
can help the entire city by limiting all kinds 
of problems, from crime to congestion. And 
Phair will bring a deep well of local knowl- 
edge to the project. 

Still, creating a task force seems like an- 
other unnecessary level of bureaucracy. Ed- 
monton already has revitalization projects 
on the go in Jasper Place, McCauley, Queen 


Mary Park and Central McDougall. As any 
involved resident could tell you, calendars 
are already stuffed full of meetings to talk 
about sidewalk widening and tree planting. 
Not that there's anything wrong with that 
exactly. Proper streetscaping can have a big 
impact on a neighbourhood. But window- 
dressing is no good if the house itself is 
falling apart. 

Hopefully, council will also do some heavy 
lifting in the policy department. Tax changes 
— encouraging n infill development'specifi- 
cally — could really help mature neighbour- 
hoods. It won't be as politically popular as 
planting trees or creating committees, but it 
might get the job done.

Dim Sum Best Enjoyed In Large Groups

There was a time in my life when dim 
sum was considered a general rem- 
edy and tonic for the sort of dissipa- 
tion endemic to North Americans of 
a certain age, socio-economic status 
and propensity for the occasional 
debauch. It wasn’t so much that a 
Sunday-brunch-after-a-Saturday- 
bender comprised of steamer bas- 


kets jammed with doughy pork buns, 
chicken’s feet in black bean sauce, 
rice rolls and turnip cake had some 
directly salutary effect upon one's 
afflicted organs so much as you'd 
amass a nice meat lump in your gut 
around which the rest of your body 
could congeal for a drowsy after- 
noon on the couch replenishing your 
electrolytes and watching The Wild 
Bunch. 

As | matured — and more often 
found myself in the company of veg- 
etarians when overhung — dim sum’s 
endless permutations of meat be- 
came less attractive as a brunch op- 
tion (and in any case my preferences 
in Asian food drifted from Chinese 
to Vietnamese and Thai). Not to 
mention, the atmosphere in dim sum 
places can tend to the chaotic — it's 
a meal often enjoyed by large groups 
and the densely-personed dining 
room patrolled by countless carts 
laden with a seemingly endless array 
of food — and that never does much 


for one’s headache 

Sunday past was, however, the first 
chance many of us had to observe 
Chinese New Year and the advent of 
the Year of the Rabbit. My perennial 
co-diner and | considered plunging 
into Chinatown to see if we could 
squeeze into one of the doubtless 
teeming dim-sumeries of repute, 
but a quick check with the Google 
revealed a tight cluster of dim sum 
places in the west end — if we struck 
out at a one, we were within blocks 
of two more chances. A random 
right turn off 170th Street brought us 
up at Cha for Tea Palace, which was 
surrounded by a daunting quantity 
of cars. Fortunately its red, gold and 
cream interior is huge, filled with 
large-capacity tables surrounded by 
gilt chairs and lit up with sparkling 
chandeliers. Just past noon, it was 
controlled chaos, with parties spill- 
ing across multiple tables, about a 
third of the restaurant in the act of 
taking off or putting on their coats

Despite this, we 
were seated within a few minutes of 
arriving, and we were eating approxi-

mately one minute after that. 

I don’t know if it was because we 
were seated at a particularly busy in- 
tersection of the restaurant, but we 
were assailed with service the instant 
ass met chair. We were bid a happy 
new year, then a cart dropped off 
pork ribs, curried squid, and some 
sticky rice wrapped in a banana 
leaf, a pot of tea arrived, water was 
on its way and someone asked us if 
we wanted some ginger beef. After 
a further minute, we had incurred 

| rice rolls with shrimp, lemongrass

| chicken skewers and panfried egg- 


plant with pork. The table in front of 
| us was covered with food, most of it 
| meat. 

Our mistake, you see, was that 


| we had no strategy. We didn’t agree 


in advance on what we wanted to 
sample from selection of 61 dim sum 
items in Cha for Tea’s current rep- 
ertoire (available for inspection on 
their website) and, somewhat taken 
aback by the unprecedented cheer 
fulness of the staff, we just said yes 
to the first eight things we were of- 
fered. 

That said, it worked out remarkably 
well. The curried squid, for example 
was superb — on the chewy side of al 
dente and intensely charged with gar- 
lic, chili and a surprise whiff of car- 
damom. | probably could have made 
a meal out of just the sticky rice with 
soy sauce and pork at its warm core, 
but then I would have missed out on 
the amazing deep fried lemongrass 
chicken skewers and their ultra- 
crispy coating drizzled with ginger 
syrup. The ginger beef was sweet and 
crunchy like candy. As I was tucking 
into a slice of violet-skinned eggplant 
steamed with seasoned pork, I heard 
a distant rumbling that | initially 
mistook for a fore-tremor of the gas- 
trointestinal peril I would find myself 
in by the end of the meal. The racket 
grew until two huge yellow dragon- 
dogs burst through the door and be- 
gan shimmying their way through 
the restaurant, accompanied by their 
own cacophonous percussion regi-

The Internet is in serious structural 
and philosophical peril in Canada. 
Despite the delay of usage-based bill- 
ing last week-by Industry Minister 
Tony Clement, and even his state- 
ment that an apparently pointless 
new review by the CRTC on the sub- 
ject of metered bandwidth will have 
no negative effect on consumers re- 
gardless of its outcome, the language 
being used by both telcoms like Bell 
and the CRTC itself should set be an 
absolute call to defences for anyone 
who goes online. 

The idea of charging $4 per gig 
after an utterly arbitrarily decided 
amount — what the greedheads term 
“excess use” — has set off righteous 
protests across the country to the 
point some are accusing the Tories of 
taking political advantage of the situ- 
ation. The way I see it, if they do the 
right thing here and stop the insa- 
tiable phone companies we all know 
and adore from monopoly/duopoly- 
fucking us even further, Harper is 
that much closer to getting my vote. 
You heard me. : 

Numerous independent estimates 
on the cost of delivering a gig of 
information ring in at about three 


cents, after all. And the excuse, used _ 


often by the $100 neckties, that 


bandwidth should be handled par- 
allel to some sort of finite resource 
which goes away after it’s used is not 
only a complete misrepresentation, 
but ignores the fact resources which 
actually do vanish are one and all 
subsidized by the government due to 
their essential nature. 

Well, the web is no longer some 
luxury used by fanboy outsiders, it's 
the greatest communication device 
in human history. It is, in short, us. 
All its faults are in fact a perfect mir- 
ror of ourselves, our culture and, it 
goes without saying, sits as a juicy 
circulatory system for international 
commerce that the foreign telcoms 
would apparently like to limit within 
Canadians’ ability to internationally 
compete.

This is a big 
issue, rife with corporate fallacies 
revealing a set of double standards

You 
know the answers to these questions 
as surely as you know why the Gulf 
of Mexico is polluted and the hous- 
ing market collapsed in the U.S. Be- 
cause companies are jogging drunk- 
enly on our graves before we're even 
dead with little or no regulation, 
such as that which saved the Cana- 
dian banking system. | praise Tony 
Clement's efforts, but have no faith 
in their legal survival — which is not 
to say underground innovation won't 
find a way around this mess.

Once upon a time, in the long, long 
ago time before I was a mother, I 
could fall asleep at the drop of a 
hat — in the car, on friend’s couch, 
or even a Greyhound bus. The night 
I made the big move from Toronto 
to Edmonton, | slept on the parquet 
floor of my apartment with nothing 
but a sleeping bag. 

Now, in the comfort of my own 
bed, I find myself staring at the ceil- 
ing in frustration. The problem isn’t 
my son. My little guy sleeps in five- 
hour blocks. 

One friend called it “mommy in- 
somnia.” | still wake up at every 
bump and whisper in the night. 

Admittedly, it’s a step up from the 
brutal limit-testing torture routine of 
infant feedings every couple hours, 
but the sleepless nights are taking 
their toll. On one recent morning I 
flat-ironed right over a gob of oat- 
meal baby cereal stuck in my hair. 

Sleep disturbances are a serious 
problem in our society, says Irvin 
Mayers, a pulmonary specialist at 
the University of Alberta who works 
in the Edmonton Sleep Disorders 
Lab at Edmonton General. 

“T's that cumulative bad sleep that 
catches up to you,” he says. “All of 
us have had one bad night, and we 
think: ‘What's bad sleep? Just push 
though it.’ That's easy to say when 
you haven't experienced real sleep 
deprivation for long periods.” 

Symptoms of sleep deprivation in- 
clude irritability, decreased attention 


span and depression 

Quality sleep is linked to the re- 
lease of growth hormones that are 
important for health maintenance, 
he says, and there are psychological 


components as well. 

“When you are really sleep de- 
prived, you don’t respond to novel 
settings very well,” he says. “Repeti- 
tive brainless stuff is easier to do, but 
new situations are really hard.” 

Humans use sleep as a sort of 
problem solving playground. We test 
out ideas in dream scenarios and that 
helps us in our waking life. When we 
dream about running for example, 
our muscles may not move but all 
the neurons associated with running 
fire in our brains. 

While I doubt my restlessness is 
anything more than a psychologi- 
cal leftover from the early days of 
parenthood, health professionals 
are seeing more and more people 
with sleep issues. The Public Health 
Agency of Canada recently released 
early data showing that a large frac- 
tion of the Canadian population is at 
risk for having sleep apnea. Those 
who suffer with the condition peri- 
odically stop breathing in the night. 

Many newmoms are already at risk 
going into their pregnancy, he says, 
and that just makes things worse. 

“It's extremely common these 
days,” he says. “It's really driven by 
the obesity epidemic.” 

Ahem. I guess that's just one more 
reason to shed those extra pounds 
before and after a pregnancy. 

There is some good news. Mayers 
says there has been animal and hu- 
man research showing that during 
periods of sleep deprivation, your 
brain will slip into Rapid Eye Move- 
ment — that deep sleep needed to 
keep your marbles together — much 
faster. We also benefit from ‘micro’ 
sleeps, the nap time savior of parents 
everywhere, 

As my son's face softens into an- 
gelic sleep, I heave a sigh of relief and 
slump off to my own bed. Tonight, I 


say to myself, tonight's the night I get 
a full eight hours with the sandman 


NEW NUTRITION 
GUIDELINES FOR INFANTS 

Health Canada has agreed to ex- 
tend consultation on its new nutri- 
tion recommendations for infants up 
to six months old. 

The consultation was originally 
only open for one month, and sched- 
uled to end on Feb. 3. An online peti- 
tion sprung up late last month when 
the document was discovered by 
chance. 

“The deadline was so short, we felt 
we didn’t even have time to assess 
it,” says Jodine Chase, a volunteer 
with the Breast Feeding Action Com- 
mittee of Edmonton (BACE). : 

The consultation has been extend- 
ed to April 15. 

The recommendations are be 
ing reviewed for the first time since 
2005, and don’t address human milk 
banks. World Health Organizations 
policy states that if a mother is un 
able to feed her child directly from 
the breast, then expressed milk 
from the mother is the next best op- 
tion. After that, milk from a human 
milk bank is next in the hierarchy of 
choices. The Canadian Pediatric So 
ciety also recently came out in favour 
of the banks. Doctors and lactation 
specialists who signed the petition 
would like to see recommendations 
that reflect what these two groups 
have ready laid out, says Chase. 

BACE also wants the document '0 
let women know they have the right 
to breastfeed, and don’t have to cove! 
up or leave public places during feet 
ings. That's a policy that Health Cat 
ada has already laid out elsewher®: 
but they would like it reinforced het® 
as well, says Chase.

EDMONTON AND AREA 
ADVOCATES SAY SUPPORT FOR 
SLED DOGS IS AVAILABLE

Dozens of dog owners rallied on the 
steps of the Alberta Legislature last 
weekend to protest the slaughter of 
sled dogs in Whistler B.C. last year. 

The crowd shouted: “Shame, 
shame, shame,” demanding Alberta 
toughen up its animal cruelty laws to 
prevent a similar incident from hap- 
pening here. 

‘Our (Alberta's) penalties are low, 
our quality of enforcement is low and 
we don't yet have mandatory report- 
ing by veterinarians,” Rachel Notley, 
MLA for €dmonton-Strathcona, 
says. “Those are the key issues.” 

The push for tougher legislation 
stems from an incident in April 2010 
when Robert Fawcett, manager and 
one-time owner of Howling Dogs 
Tour Whistler Inc., shot up to 100 
sled dogs. 

The company is now owned by 

Outdoor Adventures, which is con- 
ducting its own investigation, ac- 
cording to its website. 
Fawcett filed for compensation 
fom the B,C. Workers Compensa- 
ion Board, citing post-traumatic 
tress disorder related to the inci- 
ent, which is how the deaths came 
o light. 

According to a joint statement on 
he Outdoor Adventures website, 
considerable efforts were made to 
Tange for dogs to be adopted,” but 
®re unsuccessful. 

"| feel very sorry for him if he be- 
ved that there wasn’t any help for 
hose dogs and no alternative, be- 
‘use clearly there was,” says Lori 
Tudgeon, Second Chance Animal 
®scue Society (SCARS) volun- 
“er, adding that SCARS would have 
ken some of the animals if Fawcett

had only contacted the group.

under weight and scratching at 
death's doggy door. 

“He was kept in the bush his whole

Today Fionn is healthy thanks to 
his new family. 

Trudgeon feels awful that rescued 
sled dogs get a bad wrap as being un- 
fit for human contact, and says that 
with a little care these dogs can be 
integrated into family life. 

However, it must be understood 
that not all animals are raised as 
pets, Notley says. 

Alberta has a strong agricultural 
background that was built on com- 
mercial relationships between people 
and their animals. 

“But whether it’s a commercial re- 
lationship or a personal relationship, 
we have to treat animals humanely 
and as a society we need to hold that 
standard,” Notley says. 

“We need to step up enforcement 
and our capacity to actually inspect 
and monitor and to respond to com- 
plaints.”

The other day I was talking to a col 
league and friend of mine who re 
cently purchased St. John’s Wort for 
issues of despair and depression, 
something this herb is frequently 
used for. She said she would never 
have known that St. John’s Wort in 
teracts with the birth control pills 
she's taking if the employee at Op- 
timum Health Vitamins not men 
tioned it 

This story brings to mind the very 
real issue of herb and drug interac- 
tions. Regulations around dispensing 
herbs are a valid consideration. Alas, 
it seems that as the Canadian gov 
ernment attempts to put such regu- 
lations in place, the natural health 
industry has been on a tumultuous 
ride. 

During a recent visit to Optimum 
Health Vitamins here in Edmonton, | 
discussed the topic with Nakita Vale- 
rio, treasurer and campaign manager 
of the Freedom of Access to Dietary 
Supplements Association (suspen- 
dandreview.com) and John Biggs, | 
owner of Optimum Health since 
1994 and executive member of the | 


I learned the details of the industry’s 
story that starts in 2004, when the | 
Canadian government implemented 
the Natural Health Product Regu- | 
lations that classify natural health 
products (NHPs) as a sub-category 
of drugs alongside pharmaceuticals. | 
The regulations require manufac- | 
turers to obtain product licensing 
in order to distribute their products. 
Application for product licensing is 
a gruelling process that demands, 
among other things, human clinical 
trials. Since NHPs were previously 


| classified as food, no one in the in- 


dustry performed human clinical 
trials, so leaders in the industry had 
nothing to draw from and had to 
start from scratch. Moreover, before 
commencement, there’s an extensive 
process of proposal to the NHP Di- 
rectorate (a branch of Health Can- 
ada), which first needs to approve 
trials. Human clinical trials are ex- 
pensive to conduct and, unlike the 
pharmaceutical industry, the natural 
health industry doesn't have billions 
of dollars with which to conduct 
such trials. 

Since 2004, many manufacturers 
of NHPs have pursued long, costly 





application processes to gain approv- 
al for their products that have result 
ed in rejection. Several manufactur 
ers, especially those whose products 
are imported from other countries, 
have opted to pull their products 
from the market instead of spend 
ing scores of time and money to seek

ees including having them prove 
their identity to inspector satisfac- 
tion. Previously, this kind of action 
by Health Canada required approval 
and supervision from the court. This 
new legislation sounds tyrannical 
and draconian to me. It could result 
in many more manufacturers going 


out of business and products disap

Monuments Mean Money 


STRAIGHT DOPE CECIL ADAMS 
WHAT IS THE EIFFEL TOWER, 
ACTUALLY? 





OK, so what's up with the Eiffel 
Tower? I mean what is it, actually?

A shallow individual might ven- 
ture that it’s a tower named after a 
guy called Eiffel. (1 don’t mean to 
give short shrift to the possibility 
of a Ms. Eiffel, but female tower- 
builders weren't numerous in 19th- 
century France.) 

And in fact the prime mover 
behind the Eiffel Tower was the 


| French structural engineer Gustave 


Eiffel, who also designed the interior 
framework for the Statue of Liberty. 

Nonetheless, Sweety, I join you in 
believing such an answer leaves im- 
portant aspects of the subject unex- 
plored. 

Popular reference works are no 
help. For example, if we turn to 
Wikipedia, we learn “the tower was 
built as the entrance arch to the 
1889 World's Fair,” or, as the French 
in their parochial way preferred to 
express it, l'Exposition universelle de 


| 1889. The Eiffel Tower stands at one 
| end of the Champs de Mars, a large 
green space in central Paris com- 
| monly used for such public spec- 


tacles. Cross the Seine, perambulate 
respectfully beneath the tower, and 
there you are 

But come on. The €iffel Tower is 


| 324 meters tall (including antennas 
| mounted on top; see below), which 
| we backward Americans think of as 


1,063 feet. The structure consists of 
18,038 pieces of iron, painstakingly 


| fabricated and assembled over a 


two-year period. It cost nearly eight 
million francs, worth something like 
$40 million U.S. today. In an era 
of trillion-dollar deficits, I suppose 


| that’s not so much. However, it's 


more than you'd expect to pay for a 


| front gate. 


Granted, for a world's fair you want 
something nice. No one is going to 
travel from the provinces of France, 
to say nothing of the far reaches of 
the earth, to see an entrance arch 
that might have been bought on sale 
at Menard’s. Still, grandis one thing, 
extravagant is another. The reigning 
tallest structure in the world at the 
time, the Washington Monument, 
was a mere 169 meters (555 feet) 
in height, and as of 1890 the tallest 
conventional building, meaning one 
you could work or live in, was the 
New York World Building, at a puny 
94 meters (309 feet). 

A more economical people than 
the French, therefore, might have 
said: if we were to erect a tower of 
200 meters rather than 300-plus, 
we'd accomplish our primary objec- 
tives — having an entrance arch, se- 
curing our place in the record books, 
and dazzling the rustics — while 





nonetheless leaving ourselves a siz- 
able sum that we might prudently 
invest in treasury bonds. 

But they didn’t. Eiffel’s pitch for 
the project was specifically that he 
could build a 300-meter tower, and 
the expo planners bought it. Fact is, 
the Eiffel Tower arguably holds the 
record for ratio of grandiosity to 
usefulness of any structure in the 
world. (Some will say the Statue 
of Liberty comes close, but let's re- 
member who dreamed that up.) 

This is a matter worth ponder- 
ing. People have been building tall 
structures since the days of Baby- 
lon — mostly for the glory, of course, 
but usually with some ostensible 
higher purpose in mind. Temples 
and cathedrals celebrate the divine; 
the pyramids are tombs; the Wash- 
ington Monument commemorates 
the first U.S. president. The tallest 
building in the world at the mo- 
ment, the 160-story Burj Khalifa in 
Dubai in the United Arab Emirates, 
is 828 meters tall (2,717 feet). One 
suspects this is somewhat larger 
than was demanded by the local real 
estate market, but the fact remains 
that the Burj Khalifa is a building, 
containing habitable space. 

Not so the Eiffel Tower — at least 
not to any great extent. It was vanity 
architecture in close to pure form. 
That's not to say it was a sinkhole 
financially. The tower has an obser- 
vation deck, restaurants, a meeting 
space, a souvenir shop, and so on, all 
of which charge appropriately lofty 
rates. The tower earned back most of 


its construction cost during the 1889 
exhibition; add in a subsidy from the 
city of Paris, and the project finished 
comfortably in the black. 

However, business dropped off af 
ter the fair closed. The original plan 
was to demolish the tower after 20 
years; it survived primarily because 
enterprising parties found practical 
uses for it. Rare is the visitor, gaz- 
ing at the tower's famous silhouette 
who hasn't thought: this would be 
the perfect spot to park my dirigible 
In reality, however, tall structures 
make notoriously bad airship an 
chorages, due to buffeting winds 
The tower did serve as an airship 
pylon on at least one occasion, when 
aviation pioneer Alberto Santos 
Dumont rounded it during a prize 
winning flight in 1901. 

The salvation of the Eiffel Tower 
proved to be in communications. An 
antenna for wireless telegraphy was 
added in 1906; later commercial ra- 
dio and TV antennas were installed 
These paid the upkeep until tour 
ism took off after the Second World 
War. Today the Eiffel Tower is said 
to draw more visitors than any other 
fee-charging attraction on earth, ad- 
mirably serving the role for which 't 
was built. 

Which is what, you ask? Don't 
be dull. It’s an advertisement for 
France.

“Your relationship to art is a little bit 
like having sex,” says Alberta Ballet's 
artistic director, Jean Grand-Maitre. 
“It's about not being afraid of being 
seduced. People today are so reten- 
tive. We have to somehow remember 
that if we’re going to an opera or a 
ballet or a concert, we're going to 
have a sensuous experience. And so, 
it's about letting loose.” 

Nothing promises to be freer, 
or farther away from the cold, clean 
formalism of classical ballet than 
the upcoming Canadian tour of Four 
Seasons & Cantata, performed by 
Les Grands Ballets Canadiens de 
Montréal and presented to Calgary 
and Edmonton audiences by the Al- 
berta Ballet. 

Perhaps most interesting of all, 
however, is that when the curtain 
parts on Four Seasons & Cantata, the 
star of the show won't be on stage. 
It's not Vivaldi, but another Italian 
virtuoso — superstar choreographer 
Mauro Bigonzetti, 

Gradimir Pankoy, artistic direc- 
tor of Les Grands Ballets Canadiens 
de Montréal, worked with Bigonzetti 
to develop the Four Seasons & Can- 
tata duo for his company. 

“Mauro is very charming, ap- 
pealing to the dancers very calmly,” 
Pankov says. “He's not a prima don- 
na or imposing. He’s vulnerable. It 
was fantastic for him to have good 
contact with the dancers during the 
working period.” 

Bigonzetti’s approach to the 
work breaks with expectations of a 
literal interpretation of the Four Sea- 
sons. 

“It's not about four seasons of na- 
ture, but four seasons of the human 
being” explains Pankov. “They're 
four different moods. In the spring, 
there's a girl and a boy separated and 
then coming together. Later there is 
a couple fraught with confrontation. 
The next couple has a charming rela- 
tionship. Next, in the winter, it's very 
brutal and they’re very aggressive to- 
wards one another.” 


SUMPTUOUSNESS ON STAGE 

In the Cantata, by contrast, Big- 
onzetti puts to stage the earthy, pas- 
sionate rhythms of his homeland. It's 
a piece that, contends Grand-Maitre, 
confronts audiences by taking pro- 
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vocative risks 

“There's something about it 
that's trying to say to us, ‘why are 
we afraid of seduction and mystery? 
What's wrong with us?’. “The can- 
tata has a live Gypsy band — Gruppo 
Musicale Assurd — from the south of 
Italy which shares the stage with the 
dancers. You really feel like you're at 
a huge romp somewhere in a south- 
ern Italian village and that there’s 
going to be all these love stories hap- 
pening between the characters.” 

From this union comes new 
ideas and new esthetics 

“For dancers to work on stage 
with the band is quite an experi- 
ence,” Grand-Maitre says. “You have 
everything to win from this and very 
little to lose.” 

Pankov explains that the pair- 
ing of the live musicians on stage re- 
flects the folk traditions of southern 
Europe. 

“On Sunday, after going to 
church you go to celebrate in the 
afternoon; you have wine, and you 
have a picnic in the fields. And there, 
it was all together — dancing, singing, 
playing guitar. This is what makes 
this piece unsophisticated, earthy 
and very strong.” ’ 

And for Grand-Maitre, it’s con- 
tagious. “It's very human,” he says. 
“It's people dancing. It's a free style 
of dance that uses a lot of technique 
It flows and soars. It’s highly athletic 
dance. But it’s also a down-to-earth 
passion as well, so the dancers have 
a sense of freedom to be expressing 
themselves.” 

Bigonzetti embodies the belief 
that art should reveal everything that 
is human about us, Grand-Maitre 
says. 

“Sometimes the things we need 
to see are the things that provoke 
us,” he says. But Bigonzetti, he con- 
tends, tackles this challenge in a sen- 
suous way that achieves the delicate 
balance between exposing the drama 
of our humanity and the pleasure of 
beautifully executed dance. 


CANADA THROUGH EUROPE 

For a pair of pieces that have 
been performed everywhere from 
Paris and Munich to Cairo and Tel 
Aviv, Pankov had a bit of trepidation 
about bringing Four Seasons & Can- 
tata to Canada. 

Would the reception for Big- 
onzetti’s bold pieces be as strong in 
North America, where clean lines 
and restrained classical technique 
still reign? It was a risk Pankov was 
willing to take, however, contending 
that dance companies “have to give 
the public the feeling they need to 
expect the unexpected.” 

Grand-Maitre agrees, noting 


that this is a decidedly European ap- 
proach to audience-making. 

“€urope is the place where peo- 
ple go to the theatre to be surprised,” 
Grand-Maitre says. “They don’t want 
to go see something they know.” 

And in partnering with Les 
Grands Ballets Canadiens de Mon- 
tréal, which largely specializes in €u- 
ropean repertoire, the Alberta Ballet 
has chosen to bring this European 
repertoire and sensibility to Edmon- 
ton. 

It's a venture that wouldn’t have

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been possible years ago, Grand-Mai- 
tre says, but the appetite for contem- 
porary dance in Alberta has grown in 
recent years. 

“Every city has its own soul and 
if you look at the arts scenes of the 
cities, they're quite different in tone 
and themes, how they examine re- 
lationship to culture. You work with 
the community to determine what it 
is they want to be challenged with.” 

But, without exposure to emerg- 
ing artists and changing idioms of

According to comics journalist Joe 
Sacco, every cartoonist probably has 
a bit of a masochistic streak. 

“Artistically, what I do is exhaust- 
ing, very labour intensive,” says 
Sacco, who won an American Book 
Award in 1996 for his comics jour- 
nalism series, Palestine. 

Just glance at almost any given 
page of Sacco’s art — whether it's 


| from Palestine, The Fixer (2003) 
| or Footnotes in Gaza (2009) — and 


you can see the sheer grinding effort 
staring back at you. The painstaking 


| line work of a torrential rainstorm in 


Palestine suggests untold hours of 
wrist-cramping action at the draw- 
ing board. 

Look at the meticulously ordered 
and precisely designed panels of 
Chris Ware in his Acme Novelty 
Library series. By contrast, there's 
a laboured chaos in the work of un- 
derground Quebec artist Richard 
Suicide; his technique in 2007’s My 
Life as a Foot sometimes seemingly 


| consists of blanketing the page with 


drawing from one side to the other. 

For decades, the roughly standard 
comics industry practice was for 
various hands to complete various 
aspects of the finished book or strip; 
one person penciled, another inked, 
etc. The division of labour increased 
productivity. 

However, with the rise of so-called 
“alternative” or “literary” comics, 
emphasis has shifted back to the 
individual artists’ visions. Which 
means some of the most celebrated 
artists today are people who insist on 
making a lot of work for themselves. 

“Drawing is generally like digging a 
ditch,” Sacco says. “I basically know 
how far I'll get each day.” 

On average, he completes two pag- 
es every five days. 

Adrian Tomine, whose 2007 Short- 
comings was chosen as a New York 
Times Notable Book, required about 
a week to complete a page for that 
project. Of course, he utilized what 
he admits was perhaps an “overly ob- 
sessive drawing style.”

“I think ‘labouring’ is the perfect 
word,” Tomine says. That's evident 
in Tomine’s precise style in Short- 
comings — a certain minimalism, or 
reductionism, that looks deceptively 
simple on the surface, but suggests 
great effort put into the final look of 
every panel — reflected most promi- 
nently in the exactness of the char- 
acters’ facial and body language. 

“It's hard to break down whether 
form follows function or the other 
way around,” Sacco says. 

Sacco felt it necessary to provide 
readers a genuine sense of place. 

“There's that journalistic impera- 
tive to draw things as I saw them: 
cars, buildings, clothing, etc.,” he ex- 
plains. “Basically, the work calls for 
accuracy and detail.” 

Of course, the ever-present risk for 
any comics artist is overworking the 
image, which on the reduced page 
will be unforgiving of excess. 

By contrast, during the drawing 
of Shortcomings Tomine “was con- 
stantly fighting against an undercur- 
rent of stiffness” that usually comes 
from photo referencing. (For that 
matter, when he looks back now, the 
work still looks too detailed.) 

The art in Tomine’s brand-new, 
Scenes from an Impending Mar- 
riage, by contrast, has a looser, more 
“cartoony” look. And it's not wrong 
to think the style is less labour in- 
tensive or that Tomine'’s use of it had 
only to do with stylistic experimenta- 
tion. 

“The style of Scenes from an Im- 
pending Marriage was completely 
reactionary — almost like an anti- 
dote,” he says. This is likely because 
the project wasn't originally intended 
for publication and Tomine felt to- 
tally uninhibited, and emancipated 
in terms of drawing style. He com- 
pleted one to two pages daily. 

“Tt was a welcome reminder that 
drawing comics could actually be 
fun,” he says. “Not just an arduous 
slog towards a very distant goal.” 

It prompts the question of if the 
time and labour invested is worth it. 

The trick, Sacco says, is to choose 
projects wisely. Not that we would 
consider simplifying his style for 
journalistic work. But in answer to 
the question: “I think the payoff is 
worth it, yes.”

do with graffiti’s popularity and evo- 
lution, and it’s a part of a mythology 
many black people believe and have 
helped promote over the years. But if 
you really know your graffiti history, 
some of the first, major artists were 
white guys who liked Black Sabbath 
not black guys who liked hip hop.” 

Despite graffiti's widely unknown 
white lineage, Louden still believes it

WALTER PHILLIPS: WATER AND WOODS

There are some artists that just don't 
get ‘nuff respect. Usually it's be- 
cause, while excellent in their own 
right, said artists don’t fit into the 
conventional over-arching narrative 
of their time. 

Walter Phillips, who died in 1963, 
this sort of artist. He was influential 
as a critic and a teacher in Western 
Canada while during his lifetime, 
but his own work, fine though it was, 
continues to languish in popular ob- 
scurity. 

Thanks to the AGA, all this may 
be set to change when Walter Phil- 
lips: Water and Woods opens Feb. 12. 
It is hoped that this show will bring 
Phillips’ work to the wider audience 
it deserves. 

Ruth Burns, who curated the show, 
explains that “Phillips played an 
important role in the Alberta and 
western Canadian art scene. At the 
AGA, we see one of our responsibili- 
ties to feature Alberta's art history, 
and for that reason felt this exhibi- 
tion was an important one to devel- 
op.” 

Burns says that while Phillips’ 
work is fairly well known amongst 
art historians and collectors, “there 
is relatively little critical scholar- 
ship about him. The way in which 
he represents the Canadian scenery, 
both natural and built, 
from many other Canadian artists 


is distinct 


working during the 20th century. 
His work deserves serious atten- 


tion.” 


Not only is Phillips a significant 
Canadian historical figure, Burns 
argues, his style is more resonant 
than ever with contemporary art and 
tastes: 

“T am fascinated with how Phillips 
studies an intersection of built and 
natural space, whether this intersec 
tion occurs because of industry, lei- 
sure, tourism or agriculture,” Burns 
says. “Also, while Phillips is widely 
recognized for his colour woodcuts, 
he was a fantastic watercolourist 
You can see his influence on Tim 
Gardner, an artist currently included 
in the National Gallery of Canada’s 
exhibition It Is What It Is: Recent 
Acquisitions of New Canadian Art 
Both Phillips and Gardner are wick- 
edly talented artists in the tradition 
of realism, and both present a cogent 
and nuanced reflection of the society 
in which they live.” 

So, on the basis of this enduring 
influence, it's not surprising that 
Burns is especially excited to present 
Phillips’ watercolours. 

“Watercolours have an unde- 
served reputation for being a ‘gentle’ 
medium,” Burns says. “In studying 
Phillips’ works I have been impressed 
by the capacity for watercolour to 
communicate many facets of light 
colour and form.” 

It was Phillips’ approach to art 
which set him apart — through the 
way he understood and transcribed 
the environment. 

“What I think makes Phillips work 
interesting today is not so much his 
skill or his realism, per sé, but his ap 
proach to his subject matter,” Burns 
says. 

One can only hope that as folks 
drop in to the AGA and visit this 
show. Walter Phillips, a largely un- 
sung Canadian master, may finally 
get his due.

Like rabbit tracks going through the back- 
yard, Geoff Berner's intellectual path is both 
mysterious and twinkling. | would 
call him the perfect Canadian 
musician in that he spices 

so much of the soup with 
history while simultaneously 
delivering a heck of a tasty 
bowl. 

Berner has intentionally gone 
more Klezmer-ish here, trying to 
reclaim radical Jewish culture, as he puts 

it, that’s “the opposite of the conservative, 
knee-jerk pro-Israel, judgmental bullshit 
that’s emerged in recent decades.” 

It's a big goal, but man this album fucking 
kicks. Where to begin? The traditional slave 
song "Mayn Rue Platz” Berner keeps as a 
lament for the sweatshop worker, he just 
cleverly moves the location to China, where 
we get our goods with the same, blindered 
non-consideration we give the cow-process- 
ing factory. He recruits singer/erhu player 
Lan Tung for one of the most beautiful 
things I've heard in ages. 

Another cover, Sluttarded’s “| Am Going to 
Jail’, gets lathered with a Hungarian Chadisic 
wedding beat and is a perfect song for our 
poor-neglecting times. Need awarm 
roof? Shoes? Get arrested! 
Which Berner just might do if 
"Daloy Polizei" gets as much 
play as it should. The beat 

is amazing, the lyrics even 
moreso, which I'll quote at 
length: “There must be some- 
thing magic down in the holding 
cells. Cause there's stuff that happens 

that just don't happen anywhere else.

How far behind is Saskatchewan 
from a technological and musical 
perspective? 

Dr. J, one of Saskatoon's preemi 
nent DJs, just released the first instal- 
ment in his “Rare Rap” series, which 
collects hard-to-find vinyl classics 
together on a limited run of 50 cas- 
sette tapes. 

What, no reel to reel? 

Dr. J must know what he’s doing, 
however. In a past life, Jason Armit- 
age was a genial teacher working in 
Saskatchewan's public school sys- 
tem. About four years ago, he decid- 
ed to pursue DJing full-time. Being as 
Saskatoon’s metropolitan population 
is only about 275,000 people, it’s no 
small feat. But Armitage says Toon- 
town is more cosmopolitan.than you 
might expect. 

“It isn't a grind at all,” he says 
“The last two years have been the 
most fruitful due to the growing de- 
mand for DJs in Saskatchewan. A lot 
of lounges and restaurants are now 
seeing the benefit of having quality 
music in their venues. Not only does 
it create a better atmosphere for their 
clientele, it also draws more people 
out. I’ve worked hard for many years 
getting to this point and feel fortunate 
that I’m getting paid to do something 
I'm so passionate about.” 

While 
from Regina, he says it’s unlikely 


Armitage is originally 
he’d be able to make a living as a 
DJ there. Saskatoon has long had a 
disproportionate amount of qual- 
ity DJs, a by-product of its deeply 
rooted gay scene which evolved into 
a vibrant rave scene during the 1990s 
(the Plastic Puppet Motive parties 
were truly epic, groundbreaking and 
seemingly anachronistic events for 
an agrarian burg like Saskatoon). 

The local resurgence in popularity 
of DJ culture and quality electronic 
music has offered Armitage greater 
flexibility as a performer and pro- 
moter. 

For the past six years he has hosted 
Souled Out at Lydia’s, Saskatoon’s 
longest-running electronic music 
night. He also has a rotating list of 
residencies including a reggae night, 
In Rasta We Trust. For almost 10 
years, Armitage has been the volun- 
teer host of Expansions, a radio show 
on CFCR 90.5 FM Saskatoon Com- 
munity Radio, where everything 
from funk and rare groove to disco 
and old-school rap can be heard. ~

“It’s enabled me to interview a huge 
roster of artists | might not have 
Votherwise come into contact with. 
Some of my most memorable inter- 
views were with Kool & The Gang, 
Grandmaster Flash and Kurtis 
Blow.” 

Another pet project of Armitage’s 
that has met with unexpected suc- 
cess is the Analog Museum. Initially 
meant to be a fun showcase of music 
and collectibles from his collection, 
it has since become a monthly event 
at one of Sakatoon’s premier clubs, 
Scratch. 

“The museum has everything 
from autographed album covers and 
vintage equipment to rare and hard 
to find video games and movies. I 
now spend five to 10 hours a week 
going to garage sales, flea markets 
and other troves to find treasures for

He also routinely digs for classic 45 


RPM vinyl singles and has enough 
of them that he’s mounted two 45 
Flavours tours across Canada. The 
success of 45 Flavours has been a 
bit of a fluke, he admits, but says his 
overall success makes him anything 
but a “flavour of the month.” When 
you have a fondness for cassettes, vi- 
nyl, analog gear and classic rap (look 
for his own homegrown music label 
in the near future) that might go 
without saying. 

“| have been in-this scene for 20 
years due to my passion, persis- 
tence and determination to make a 
difference. I love to see up-and-com- 
ers play a big room for the first time 
and think about what that means to 
them. You have to make it about the 
scene if you want to survive.”

Since the early 90s, Edmonton hip- 
hop artist Billy “Rellik” LeBlanc has 
been writing, producing and per- 


| forming across the country in an 


attempt to broaden Canada’s aware- 
ness of Edmonton's music scene. 
He’s shared the stage with some of 
North America’s elite hip-hop art- 
ists and co-founded Won-18, one of 
Edmonton's most notorious groups. 


| But with the recent breakup of Won- 
18, Rellik is left with a mind full of 


experience, and for the first time in 
his 20-year career he's finally going 
to do something for himself, with 


| the release of his first solo album, 


Mighty Mouth. 
There's a consistent theme to many 
of the tracks on Mighty Mouth, Rel- 


| lik admits. Songs like “One Of These 
| Days” and “Long Overdue” speak to 


his commitment to elevating both 
himself and those around him be- 
yond the landlocked constraints of 
middle-Canada and on to a larger 
stage. But for the most part, Mighty 
Mouth is simply a reflection of Rel- 
lik’s ever-expanding mindset 

“The overall theme was just to drop 
a solid album that general hip-hop 
listeners will get into. I needed to do 
this for myself, and not give people 
what they necessarily want to hear, 
but what-I’m about — my story, my 
life and hardships that I’ve had to get 
past,” he says. “It’s basically a grown 
man making grown-up hip-hop, and 
it's key for me that I’m happy with 


every single song — it needs to please 
me first, and hopefully the audience 
and the industry will follow.” 

The hopes of expanding his audi- 
ence with Mighty Mouth aren't un- 
reasonable. With so many years un- 
der his belt, Rellik has evolved into 
one of the city’s most in-demand 
hip-hop producers. He's stressed 
the borders of his local fan base, yet 
there are areas in the country that 
still haven't been exposed to his mu- 
sic — or any music from Edmonton, 
for that matter. 

“As soon as you've maxed out 
your audience and everyone in your 
region has heard you, bought your 
music and has seen your shows, you 
want everyone out East to see it; you 
want everyone down South to see 
it,” he says. “I’m hoping that we can 
break down those barriers with some 
of the really good albums that are out 
this year.” 

Rellik’s vision wasn't always so re- 
fined. While Won-18 seemed to deci- 
sively sit near the top of Edmonton's 
hip-hop scene for years, in hindsight 
he says that the group's business 
and marketing plans were practi- 
cally non-existent for a long time. 
Basically, he and the people around 
him were simply doing what came 
naturally without any bigger-picture 
perspective. 

“Everybody was kicking rhymes 
just to kick rhymes and having fun 
with it, and maybe we weren't taking 
it as seriously as we should have,” 
Rellik admits. “The music was good, 
but we weren't pushing it as seriously 
as we could have been.” 

This was a sign of the times. The 
early-'90s to early-2000s has been 
referred to as the “wild west” era for 
local hip-hop 

At the same time, nightclubs, pro- 
moters and-even-audienees were 
sceptical of Edmonton as a hip-hop 
entity. Rellik remembers shows that 
were poorly promoted, sparsely at- 
tended and had no financial payout.

He would often cut his teeth on this 
developing scene by organizing, 
booking and performing at local hall 
parties, to compensate for the lack of 
nightclub support. 

“It was definitely tough to get a 
club to have a hip-hop night, or even 
book hip-hop acts, back then,” he 
says. “But now that there’s more of a 
scene developed, it seems that every- 
one’s trying to grind together. Every- 
one seems to realize that if we stick 
together, it's more likely to happen.” 

For now, Rellik’s focus is on Mighty 
Mouth and his ‘bigger picture’ strat- 
egy — to be among the elite few who 
have made the music industry come 
to him in his home town. 

“It's important for Edmonton art- 
ists to remain Edmonton artists,” he 
says. “If you love this. city-liked-love 
this city, then be proud to be from 
here. You can still spend six months 
on the road, but it’s all where you 
hang your hat at the end of the day.”

The Illusionist Worthy Of Art Gallery Showing

Music purists often decry the loss of 
the LP, complaining that the sound 
of acompact disc, while pure and un- 
sullied by the snaps and crackles of 
an LP, lacks the warmth of vinyl. 

I won't weigh in on that debate, but 
it came to mind while watching The 
Illusionist, the luminous animated 
work by France’s Sylvain Chomet 
(The Triplets of Belleville). 1 love 
anything from Pixar — what's not to 


like about Toy Story 3? — but the one 
thing computer animation has never 
managed to do is replicate the hard- 
to-define warmth, the human touch 
— the soul, if you will — of an old 
school, hand-drawn cartoon. The Il- 
lusionist is one of those cartoons, a 
work of art that no computer could 
replicate. (It has been nominated for 
a best animated film Oscar, which it 
surely will lose to Toy Story 3.) 

The Illusionist tells a rather melan- 
choly story of an itinerant magician, 
plying his fading trade in a series of 
progressively more demeaning loca- 
tions. He's actually very good at what 
he does (although the rabbit in the 
hat trick gives him trouble thanks to 
his cranky, fat rabbit), but it’s 1959, 
and the world is changing. Rock and

ating jobs to pay the bills. 

The Illusionist is based on an un- 
filmed script by Jacques Tati, the 
revered French comic known for his 
everyman character, Monsieur Hu- 
lot. Indeed, the illusionist’s look and 
mannerisms are based on the Hu- 
lot character (a clip from Tati’s film 
Mon Oncle is seen in the film). Like 
Tati’s films, The Illusionist is virtu- 
ally dialogue free, which presents my 
only real problem with the film. The 
story telling is a little muddled, with 
the motivations of the illusionist and 
Alice proving to be somewhat elu- 
sive without dialogue. (I confess that 
I had to go to the press notes to pick 
up some of the plot points.) 





Exposition problems aside, The !!- 
lusionist casts a spell. It's gorgeous 
you could take almost any scene 
from this movie and frame it. Ev- 
ery character, from the illusionist 
and Alice to a shopper. passing by 
on a rainy street, is given personal- 
ity under Chomet's pen. Chomet also 
wrote the lovely, evocative score. 

The Illusionist may be a cartoon, 
but I wouldn’t recommend it for 
young children. It would take an es- 
pecially mature child to pick up on 
the story, and the lack of action will 
likely result in antsy little ones. It’s 
a film for adults or mature teens, or 
anyone who appreciates the artistry 
of hand-drawn animation.

Anemic Eagle Doesn't Soar 


| BLOODLESS ROMAN EPIC IS 


OLD-SCHOOL FILMMAKING,

The Eagle is a pleasantly retro 
piece of filmmaking set in the very 
long ago past, a time when men were 
men and women were scarce. 

It is second-century Britain, and 
the Roman empire holds sway over 
most of today’s Britain. Roman sol- 
dier Marcus Aquila (Channing Tat- 
um, handsome enough to be featured 
ona Roman coin) takes command of 
a Roman outpost, and soon distin- 
guishes himself for his bravery. But 
Marcus has another mission — re- 
deeming the reputation of his father, 
Flavius Aquila, who 20 years earlier 
led Rome’s 5,000-strong Ninth Le- 
gion into notoriously unruly Caledo- 
nia, only to disappear forever. Losing 
5,000 men wasn't quite as big a deal- 
as losing the Eagle of the Ninth, the 
golden emblem of all that is good and 
powerful about Rome. The Roman 
emperor Hadrian was so ticked off at 
the loss, that he build a wall, not sur- 


prisingly known as Hadrian's Wall, 
to seal off the territory. The wall 
represented the edge of the known 
world, not unlike how Americans see 
anything outside of the continental 
U.S.A. (It’s no accident that director 
Kevin Macdonald has all the Romans 
speak with American accents.) 

Marcus is injured in battle, and 
forced into retirement. But, af- 
ter saving the life of a Briton slave 
named €sca who is about to be ex- 
ecuted Roman style (Jamie Bell, who 
played the title character in Billy 
Elliott), Marcus sets out to find the 
Eagle with only his slave to guide 
him in inhospitable Caledonia ter- 
ritory. €sca hates all things Roman, 
but since Marcus saved his life, he is 
bound by loyalty to serve him. 

I’m not giving anything away to 
reveal that master and slave become 
fast friends, even after they are cap- 
tured by the Seal people, so-called 
because they spend all their time 
singing “Kiss From A Rose” (sorry). 
What really happened to the Ninth 
Legion and the Eagle is revealed in 
the fullness of the film as the sol- 
dier and the slave endure all sorts of 
unendurable travails, in the process 
learning that one country’s hero is 
another country’s villain, the value 
of loyalty, etc. 


While I admired the effort put into 
The Eagle — there is an refreshing 
absence of obvious CGI, and the set 
design in suitably gritty — a ques- 
tion kept popping into my head: who 
is this movie aimed at? A muscular 
man-movie like this should appeal 
to young males, but it is almost en- 
tirely bloodless despite multiple 
battle scenes (which, by the way, 
are botched by typically hyperactive 
camera work and editing). For exam- 
ple, at one point Roman captives are 
about to be decapitated, but the cam- 
era reveals only the stoic reaction 
of those watching. I suspect it was 
edited to obtain the more accessible 
PG-13 rating in the U.S., which will 
certainly disappoint gore-obsessed 
audiences who flocked to the off-the- 
charts, computer generated blood- 
shed and mayhem of 300. To many 
movie fans of today, The Eagle may 
seem as quaint as a Steve Reeves 
gladiator epic. (You are allowed to 
ask: Steve who?) 

Still, The Eagle is passable enter 
tainment, and might even be wel 
comed by those who are disturbed by 
the ‘can you top this?’ level of vio 
lence in films; you could safely take 
your 12-year-old to this movie. But if 
you’re in the mood for a good decap' 
tation or two, you'll be disappointe?:
